Bat, niter that the only mistake pos- 


aiblo is that of making the protective 
duty too low; and no injury can result 
from any height to which it may be car- 
ried utter it is made high enough to 
keep out the foreign article. Nothing 
more can be said against a higher rate 
than that it is superfluous and useless. 
Until the tariff is prohibitory prices are 
controlled by foreign competition. After 
-that, 110 matter to what height it is car- 
ried, they are then regulated as they 
should be by the free trade and active 
competition of the fifty millions of our 
own enterprising people. This compe- 
tition is that 13 necessary to insure fail 
prices and to render undue profits and 
• xorbitant wages impossible. 


The discussion of the various features 


of the tariff bill has already been quite 
protracted, and even, perhaps, t«dious. 
I can not sit this tima trespass upon the 
patience of the Senate for anything be- 
yond a statement of principles in out- 
line and in very general terms. 
State- 


-ments made in that way aro liable to be 
•oaisuuderstood, mid to avoid that m 
flome measure 1 will endeavor to illus 
trate them by a reference to gold anc 
silver ana to petroleum. 
All the golc 


.and silver in the mines and all the 01 
in the wells are the property of th< 
owners of the land m which they are 
found. 
Neither of these products re 


quire tariff protection, nor are suseepti 
ble under present conditions of reoeiv 
ing any. Their production is in excess 
of the domestic dornand. Gold anc 
silver, being everywhere accepted ma- 
terials of money, are always ware of i 
market abroad. Petroleum will also bi 
sure oi a foreign sale until foreign pro 
duction is very much increased, which 
saay never happen. 
The producers of 


these articles, thus needing no protec 
•tiou in the home market, and with an 
assured demand abroad for any surplus 
production, might think it for their in 
terest to make their own purchases o 
everything they need in cheap foreign 
markets. 
Indeed, upon the theories o: 


free trade as currently expounded, they 
might insist that it is their natural righ 
to buy in the cheapest market find tha 
it would be tyrannical to deprive them 
of it. But I do not admit either that the 
have any just claim to an uurestiicted 
trade m foreign goods, or that s>ucl 
trade would be for their advautaga. 


Petroleum, gold, and silver are a par 


of the iintuial resources of tho country 
and m muny lospects, they are still i 
part of thp inheritance of all the peopl< 
of the country, acquired by tho efforts 
struggles, and sacrifices o£ their anoes 
tors or of themselves. It is true those 
substances are now mainly segregatec 
for individual use; but it is for that usi 
in subordination to the general good o! 
the community. It is the good fortuni 
of the present inhabitants of Penusyl 
vania and West Visgiuia that their ter 
ritory was unexpectedly found twenty 
years ago to contain oil; and it is tho 
good fortune of the people of the Kooky 
Mountain region and of the Pacific 
slope that they have discovered rich 
mmeb of gold and silver. 


The traus-Alleghany region was con 


quered from the native Indians by man; 
bloody battles, and wrested fioin the 
British crown by a seven years' war 
It has been made acocoabible and en 
dowed witn tho improvements of oivili 
zatiou at the expense of the whole coun- 
try. 
The Pacific slope was in part pur- 


chased from the first Ntipolpou fora sum 
of money gieat in that day, paid from 
the National Treasury, and in part won 
from Mexico in our own times by the 
valor of American armies. 
By the 


Euglish common law which was brought 
hero by tha founders of tho country 
gold and silver weie deemed noblo and 
royal metals because they were tho ex- 
clusive material of coined money, and 
uiiucs o! tuom did nut belong to thu 
owners of the land on and under which 
they are found, but to the Crown. 
The 


same rule has prevailed in nearly all 
countries, and during all periods. 


It prevails to-day in the Spanish- 


American countries south of us 
It was 


changed in this country from mi\ed 
motives of public policy and a generous 
consideration for tho miners, who, on 
the average, endure more hardships and 
puvations than any othei 
class of 


luboreia, and fur n pooiei remuneration. 
But though 1 rtipieseut un exclusively 
mining people, I disclaim foi them, aud 
I tmi iuii> they will biistam tne in dis- 
claiming, the pretension that thtty ure 
entitled to tiout thoir gold aud silver as 
a meiilouous acquisition of their own, 
to b« LmumgPil aud enjoyed without 
reference to tho common interests of 
the whole country. 


There can t>e uo doubt that the pro- 


ducetrt of gold and 
bilver have been 


signally benefited by the n^stem of pro- 
tection which has beeu so long the set- 
tled policy of this country. 


The Comstook lode is famous for its 


richness in gold and silver, but except 
in its outcroppmgs and near the surface 
it would have been utterly valueless in 
countries like Mexico or Peru. 


The part of nature iu depositing its 


treasures, was an indispensable one, 
but the part performed by the art of 
man in unlocking them has been equal- 
ly indispensable. It may be said that 
the ponderous engines by which its' 
3,000-foot levels are kept clear of the 
•constantly incoming waters, and vast 
masses of by no means rich ores are 
hoisted from the depth of the e.irth and 
the cunning and potent machinery by 
which those ores aro crushed and pre- 
pared for amalgamation might havo 


>eeii imported from foreign counties. | 
Jut machinery must be repaired as well 
as purchased, and •without skilled work- 
men on the spot, always ready to meet 
jorpetually recurring new difficulties 
vith new expedients, it is practically 
mpossible to conduct such a business 
as that of mining except at an enormous 
disadvantage; and it is of course true of 
hat business, as it is of any other, that 
f we had looked solely to foreigners for 
our tools and machinery we should hare 
wholly lost all the improvements which 
come from the inventive ingenuity of 
domestic artisans. 


Comparing Ban Francisco with the 


Atlantic coast cities in respect to the 
elements of the cost of fabricating any 
;iven piece of iron machinery, there 
can be no doubt that it can be produced 
more cheaply in the latter, where the 
current rate of profit expected upon 
easiness enterprises 
is 
also lower. 


Nevertheless, the people of the Western 
slope find it to be to their interest to go 
:o San Francisco for the engines, hoist- 
ing apparatus, crushing and pulverizing 
machinery, and the various other appli- 
ances needed in the business of mining. 
This can only be explained by suppos- 
ing, what is actually the fact, that they 
can 2nd in San Francisco what is most 
serviceable in use and best adapted to 
their -wants. The reason is that the 
proprietors of founderies and machine 
shops in San Francisco and the work- 
men employed in them are ia constant 
personal intercourse with the mining 
classes, and learn in that way what 
works best in practice, at what points 
special difficulties are encountered, and 
what are the best means of overcoming 
them. 


If these Sou Francisco establishments 


did not exist, with their auxiliary estab- 
lishments in nearly every town on the 
Pacific coast, and if the miners were 
obliged to deal for their mining appli- 
ances at arm's length with Eastern ma- 
chmests, from whom they are separated 
by nearly a month's time in the trans- 
port of freight, they could never have 
approximated the mining results which 
they have actually attained. 
And this 


illustrates in what way and to what ex 
tent nil such industries of the country 
as require or are facilitated by mechan- 
ical appliances would have been kep 
back if we h»d consented to a policy 
uudsr which all our tools and machin- 
ery would have been imported from Eu 
rope. We should have had no workmen 
on tho spot by whom machinery could 
be repaired; and as all machinery 
IE 


subject to bieaknge and to getting ou( 
of order, the users would suffer constau 
losses from long suspensions of their 
operations. 


Furthermore the country would have 


lost the benefit of all the improvements 
in tools and machinery and of all the 
adaptations ot them to our special wants 
which have beeu mado by our own aiti 
sans. The rapid building up of a grea 
manufacturing industry in that distan 
region illustrates the wisdom not of a 
tariff for revenue, but of a high protec 
tive tariff. 
The machine shops of San 


Francisco and the Pacific coast would 
never have been started but for the grea 
cost and delays of freight from the 
East before the completion of the Paci 
fie Railroad, which, in fact, opsratad as 
a tariff much higher than has ever pro 
tected the machine shops of the Atlantu 
coast. 


The people of the Pacific coast an 


sococd to no people in energetic self 
reliance, but I am sure that they hav< 
uo wish tiud do not believe that it, is for 
their interest to divorce themselves from 
ths arts and civilisation of America fo 
the sake of delusively foreign markets 
to buy in. 


Our oil-wellb would have remained 


vudeveloped as they have remained ujf 
to the present time throughout the rest 
of the world if protection had not stim- 
ulated aud built up a great iron indus- 
tiy, with founaeries, machine-shops 
and especially skilled and ingenious 
workmen. 


No extensive explorations for oil in 


the bowels of the earth are economically 
practicable without appliances which 
were first discovered in America, anc 
which never would have been discov- 
ered here if the iron industry had not 
been previously brought into vigorous 
existence with ample establishments, 
well-fuimshfed shops, and above all with 
a body of mechanics of training, skill 
un 1 aptitude. The oil-wells of Penu 
sylvauia aud West Virginia aie not nat- 
urally richer than those of the region 
bstweeu the Black and Caspian sons, or 
of viuious other portions of the woild. 
Indications of petroleum are found in 
ulmobt every country. It is not im- 
probable that there now exist many 
other richer regions which are wholly 
unknown fiom the lack of the science, 
tools, and machinery wherewith to ex- 
plors them and tieat then products. 


What makes the Amenoan oil-fielJs 


couiDioiGidUy aud p.acucall^ i.cuci luau 
those found elsowhere is the superiority 
of American arts and artisans, which 
provide cheaper and better methods of 
exploring foi, pumping, storing, tiuns- 
porting, and lefiumg oil, aud extracting 
fiom it by chemical manipulations more 
valuable products. 


The people of the agricultural regions, 


especially of the West, are niged to re- 
sist all tariff impositions upon the theoiy 
that the money price of their cereal?, 
beef, aud pork IH rixod by the money 
price of the Hurplus sold abroad, that 
their own prosperity is absolutely inde- 
pendent of that of any other interest 
und of all other interests iu this coun- 
try; and that they should insist on buy- 
ing wherexaud of whom thay can buy 
cheapest for tha time being, au^ with 
entire indifference as to whether the 
cheapest markets ore found at homo or 
abroad. Appeals of this kind have so 
far bdou made in vain. The people ot 
the granary States of the West know 
that the acres which they till have been 
substantially a free gift from the nation, 
which has scarcely received the ex- 
pense of surveying the public domain, 
under the policy of school land, grad- 
uation, homestead, soldier.*' bounty- 
laud, swamp-land, timber-cultivation, 
desert-laud, and railroad 
land-grant 


laws, which has prevailed during the 
last half century. They know that they 
are to-day producing the beef which 
they bring to market in part by the free 
use of cattle ranges of which the title 
remains iu the Government. 


It is a monstrous suggestion, and by 


nobody is it rejected with a more patri- 
otic disdain than by the Western agri- 
culturists themselves, that they owe no 
duty to a country which has not only 
giveu them an empire of unbounded 


ertility and extent, but has aided in 
he construction of railroads to and 
trough it by munificent grants of 
iredit as well as of lands, and has 
ilways employed, and does now employ, 
more than half its army and at an enor- 
mous cost in protecting the pioneers 
against the aboriginal savage. 
Nor are 


hey for a moment deceived by that oft- 
epeated platitude that British markets 
fix the prices of their grain or of any
